As  is  common  among  all  nations  which  confer  orders 
and  decorations,  one  of  the  scarest  of  all  awards  is 
that  given  for  life  saving.  This  is  also  the  case  among 
Lithuanian  decorations.  Where  as  most  orders  and  decor- 
ations are  mass  produced  for 
military  or  civil  merit  honor, 
the  life-saving  decoration  is 
the  most  restricted  and  frequ- 
ently made  on  a very  limited 
or  individual  basis.  The  Lith- 
uanisui  Life  Laving  Saving  Gr- 
oss (.Lietuvos  LUstanSiuju  Gel- 
bejlmo  KryZius)  falls  typica- 
lly into  this  scarce  cataigory. 

Neither  author  has  observed, 
nor  knows  the  whereabouts,  or 
has  ever  seen  a photograph  or 
actual  example  of  the  award. 

The  only  known  representa- 
tion of  this  cross  is  a draw- 
ing which  appears  in  the  vari- 
ous Lithuanian  Army  Calendars. 

Unfortunately,  only  the  obver- 
se of  the  award  ie  displayed. 

Fortunately,  the  official  Li- 
thuanian government  publicat- 
ion V.yriaus.vbes  Zinios  No. 

3^3 » published  Lecember  20, 

1930,  provides  a detailed  ve- 
rbal description  of  the  cross,  and  related  information 
concerning  its  awarding. 

These  two  publications  are  the  only  article^  conce- 
rning the  cross,  located  after  exhausted  research.  Co- 
rrespondence with  the  Hugenin  Brothers,  LeLocle,  owit- 
zerlsind,  the  firm  which  manufactured  the  bulk  of  the 
Lithuanian  orders  and  decorations,  revealed  that  they 
did  not  produce  tne  Lithuanieui  Life-Laving  Crosses.  It 
is  believed  that  the  Life-Laving  Cross  was  individually 
made  by  local  jewelers  as  was  the  case  for  the  Lithueui- 
ian  military  academy  breast  badges,  Lue  to  tnis  very 
limited  amount  of  information  on  the  Cross,  the  infor- 
mation presented  in  this  article  is  limited  to  an  Engl- 
ish translation  provided  by  Alexander  kadzius,  Jr.  of 
Baltimore,  MD.  The  INA  would  be  most  appreciative  of 
any  additional  information  known  on  this  decoration. 

The  1936  Lithucuiieui  army  Calendar  records  the  fol- 
lowing information:  "The  Life  oaving  Cross  is  awarded 
to  persons  who  distinguish  tnemselves  by  saving  anoth- 
er persons  life  when  in  doing  so  they  place  their  own 
lives  in  conspicuous  danger.

2^6.  Tne  Life  Saving  Cross  is  awarded  to  pers- 
ons wno  distinguish  themselves  by  saving  another 
persons  life  when  in  doing  so  they  place  their 
own  lives  in  conspicuous  danger. 

259*  The  Life  Saving  Cross  is  eneoneled  in  red 
with  a gold  border.  On  the  obverse  side,  in  the 
center  of  the  cross,  is  a dove  carrying  a laurel 
branch,  sn  the  bottom  member  of  the  cross  is  the 
distress  signal  SOS  in  gold  letters.  On  the  reve- 
rse side  of  the  cross  is  the  Vytis  [Knight]  embl- 
em and  around  it  are  the  words:  'Lustanciu  gel- 
betojui'  [To  the  Life-Saver]. 

260.  The  same  person  may  be  awarded  the  Life 
Saving  Cross  multiple  times.  In  such  cases,  each 
additional  award  is  designated  by  a star  pinned 
on  the  ribbon. 

261.  The  Life  Saving  Cross  is  awarded  to  Lith- 
uauiians  and  to  citizens  of  other  countries  for 
the  saving  of  life  in  the  territory  of  the  Kepub- 
lic  of  Lithuania,  and  also  for  the  saving  of  a 
life  of  a Lithuanian  citizen  abroad. 

262.  The  Life  Saving  Cross  is  presented  by  the 
President  of  the  kepublic  to  the  Minister  in  who- 
se service  tne  recipient  works  in  accordsuice  wi- 
th paragraph  2^  of  the  Statute.  Non  civil  serva- 
nt recipients  are  presented  the  award  by  the  i''iin- 
ister  of  Internal  Affairs  or  by  the  Governor  of 
tne  Klaipeda  Territory. 

2d3*  Persons  awarded  the  Life  SgVing  Cross  can 
be  awarded  a monetary  award  of  between  50  Litai 
and  100  nitai  for  each  award.  The  monetary  award 
is  awarded  by  the  Chancelor  of  Orders  and  it  is 
taken  from  the  Order  Fund. 

264.  The  Life  oaving  Cross  Commission  consid- 
ers recommendations  for  the  awarding  of  the  Life 
oaving  Cross  together  with  supporting  affidavits 
which  are  accurately  and  clearly  prepared. 

Tne  Commission  consists  of:  a representative 
of  the  National  Oefense  Ministry,  a representat- 
ive of  tne  Communications  Ministry,  a representa- 
tive of  the  Internal  nffairs  Ministry,  and  a rep- 
resentative of  tne  Chancelor  of  orders.  The  Com- 
mission is  summoned  by  the  Chancelor  of  Orders. 


The  Commission  selects  a Chairmain  from  among 
its  members. 

265.  The  Life  Saving  Cross  can  be  rescinded 
only  by  a court  decision." 

To  our  knowledge,  this  decoration  completes 
our  series  on  the  Lithuanian  government  orders, 
medals,  and  aecorations.  We  will  be  continuing 
our  series  in  the  future  with  medals  and  de- 
corations from  Lithuaniain  organizations,  such 
as  the  National  Guard  cind  others.

The  19Z^  2 litu  is  one 
of  those  nicely  designed 
coins  tnat  has  a story  beh- 
ind its  design. 

UBViiitoi:-:  The  obverse  be- 
ax’s  the  Lithuanian  national 
emblem,  Vytis  [the  Knight], 
witn  the  Columns  of  Cediminas 
emolem  below.  The  date  "1925" 
appears  at  tne  bottom,  surr- 
ounded on  each  side  by  a sty- 
lized leaf  of  i<uta  (rue).  The 
top  inscription  reads,  "LILT- 
UVCL  kiorUBijlKA"  in  somewhat 
stylized  lettering  (Republic 
of  Lithuania).  The  perimeter 
contains  fine  denticles,  and 
the  edge  of  the  coin  is  ree- 
ded. 

KLVLkBxu;  The  center  bears 
tne  inscription  "2  DU  LITU," 
following  the  old  declension 
system  by  not  having  the  hook 
on  the  letter  "u"  (4).  In  1938, 
the  2 It.  coins  were  spelled 
as  2 Litai. 

Work  on  the  19^5  2 litu 
began  at  the  London  Mint  on 
July  29,  1925,  and  ended  on 
oeptember  50  of  that  year. 

A wreath  of  Kuta  design, 
tne  national  flower/nerb  of 
Lithuania,  surrounds  the  sid- 
es of  the  reverse,  kuta,  an 
herb  which  grows  throughout 
much  of  nortnern  Lurope,  is 
closely  identified  in  Lithua- 
nian folk-lore  and  customs, 
as  a symbol  of  virginity,  be- 
cause of  its  medicinal  proper- 
ties wnich  work  on  the  femsde 
organs.  The  ruta  is  Lithuamia's 
wedding  flower.  Cn  the  eve  of 


a traditional  wedding,  friends  of  the  bride  make  wreatns  of  rue 
and  adorn  the  bride  witn  them.  On  the  wedding  (’ay,  the  best  man 
presents  a wreatn  of  rue  to  the  bridesmaid,  who  fastens  it  to  the 
nairbraids  of  the  bride.  Therefore,  this  1925  2 litu  might  be  cal- 
led the  "wedding  coin." 

Tne  Lithuanian  coin  stautes  specified  tnat  this  coin  was  to 
be  50'/b  fineness  silver,  5*^  gr  weight,  with  a aiameter  thickness 
ration  of  17:1  to  l8:l.  The  law  also  stated  that  no  one  could  be 
forced  to  accept  more  than  50  Litas'  in  silver  coins  at  one  time. 

It  should  be  noted  tnat  wnen  originally  minted,  the  x^ithuan- 
iains  considered  the  Vytis  side  as  the  reverse,  we  have  ’•American- 
ized" it,  and  consider  tne  Vytis  as  the  obverse  on  tne  1925  coins. 

TkLxNDB:  Tnis  is  a relatively  easy  coin  to  obtain  in  tne  lower 
grades,  and  is  good  for  those  just  starting  a Lithuanian  numisma- 
tic collection,  or  as  giving  as  a gift.  Current  "trends"  for  this 
coin  aire:  Fine:  7.00;  VF  ill;  XF  i25;  UNC:  i45.  A few  "Froof -rec- 
ord" examples  were  struck  by  the  London  Mint,  and  should  be  in  ex- 
istence  todaiy.

We  are  happy  to  report  the  existence  of  a I916  5~0st  Kubel 
note  (F-K123),  with  serial  letter  G,  Type  ll.  This  has  tne  Gothic 
letter  "s"  (looks  like  an  "f")  Uncrossed  in  the  word  'Aifdewu"  in 
tne  Latvian  text  on  the  right  side  of  the  reverse.  A photocopy 
(reproduced  here)  was  sent  to  us  by  LiM'A  member  Jerome  Norton. 


The  letter  "G"  apparently  is  the  first  of  the  "new 
witn  letter  "F"  ending  Type  I,  the  scarcer  of  the  two.  Note:  be 
careful  not  to  confuse  the  background  security  design  as  a cross 
in  the  "f".  Larlier  we  reported  a "G"  type  one,  but  after  much 
thought  we  feel  it  was  actually  a Type  II.  wi^i  the  person  wn.:  sub- 
mitted that  information  to  us  a couple  of  years  ago  send  us  a ;^no- 
tocopy  again’?

On  the  Hadvilas  medal,  the  obverse  and  rev- 
eroe  resemble  closely  the  medal  made  by  Oadler 

for  the  King  of 
Poland,  wladislav 
IV  in  1642  on  his 
visit  to  Oanzig 
(dee  AArt  PAXi'iAN 
dale,  November 
1974,  Nagorku  Co- 
llection, lot 
1345,  84  mm, , 5 
Taler  weight).  It 
is  no  accident 
this  similarity 
exists — Prince 
JonuSas  was  very 
jealous  of  this 
King! 

Tile  name  Janusz  Hadziwill  is  taugnt  to  edl 
rolish  youngsters.  It  is  synonymous  with  treac- 
hery. The  year  after  this  medal  was  issued,  1654, 
•frince  Janusz  xadziwill  along  with  Frederick  Wi- 
lhelm of  rrussia  conspired  with  the  King  of  dwe- 
den,  Karl  Oustav,  to  allow  dwedish  forces  to  en- 
ter northern  Poland  [editor's  note:  Lithuania] 
unimpeded.  Thus  in  1655-58,  virtually  the  entire 
rolisn  state  was  overrun  with  all  major  cities 
occupied  by  dwedish  forces.  The  Polish  King  was 
forced  to  flee  to  dilesia.  In  Polish  history, 
tnis  troubled  time  is  labeled,  "POTOP" — The 
oeluge. 

rrince  Janusz  was  an  egomaniac  whom  believed 
he  should  have  been  elected  King  of  Polauid.  For 
this  reason,  he  betrayed  his  oath  to  the  Polish 
Crown  and  King,  rie  signed  the  act  of  submission 
with  tne  King  of  dweden  at  Kiejdany  [Note:  Lith:- 
xedainiai]  in  l655» 

It  should  be  noted  that  1653  m^dal  is  the 
Second  medal  done  by  Jadler  nonoring  Prince  Jein- 
usz.  in  1651,  a medal  was  commissioned  by  King 
John  Casimir  to  honor  him  for  his  suppression  of 
a Cossack  revolt  in  the  Kiev  district.  The  1653 
medal  is  extremely  rare.  Hutten-Czapski  had  only 
a galvano  copy  in  his  collection,  HcZ-4o82. 

The  last  specimen  sold  in  my  recollection  was 
tne  snarp  CiF-t-  piece  auctioned  by  Jeam  Vicnon,  Ap- 
ril 1977,  Monte-Carlo,  j-.ot  5^9  for  3,500  FF,  + 

15/0,  where  it  was  incorrectly  attributed  to  rrince 
Nicnolas  Cnristopher.  66.4  mm.,  05*26  gr.  = 3 
laler  weight. 

My  own  assessment  of  the  number  of  pieces  co- 
oing to  auction  in  tne  last  I30+  years  places  an 
estimate  of  less  tnan  12  specimens  extant  of  this 
medal,  or  an  x<7. 


The  inscription  information  here  is  from  Cab- 
inet  Medal/^w  Polskich.  by  Fdward  Kaezynski,  V^. 
11,  1845.  p.  182,  Nr.  157. 

Obverse:  INGiL.ddVd  VILNhM  PHINCiiPd  AaJlVILVd 
Hr/HOd  die  VUi.TU  AT^[UF]  HaBITU  CONSPICIiiMDUd  LHaT. 
D[ILJ  XVI  MAJI  A[NNO]  MJCLIII.  This  translates: 

The  arrival  at  Vilnius  of  Prince  Kaavilas,  the 
Hero,  and  looking  like  one  from  his  face  and  sta- 
nce. This  16th  of  May  1653,  a.J. 

The  reverse,  featuring  the  mansion  buildings, 
states,  JUM  CArld  OFFICIUM  JUM  CFLSA  PALaTIa 
CONDId  lURL  PALAT  INUM  TL  TUA  VILNa  CULIT  OHNaM- 
LNTO  PU3/.IC0  PHOPHIaL  COMMOJITaTI,  which  trans- 
lates, "When  government  you  embrace,  when  grand 
places  you  build,  Jeservedly  your  Vilnius  address 
honors  you;  a public  decoration,  your  own  comf- 
ort. 

The  connotation  "hero,"  probably  refers  to  his 
exploits  two  years  earlier  when  he  crushed  a Cos- 
sack revolt  in  the  Kijow  [Kiev]  district. 

If  you  are  unable  to  spell  Polish  cities  co- 
rrectly, please  consult  a Kand-McNally  atlas: 
Krakow,  Wrok;taw,  Jelenia,  Gora."  — Paul  Hog.

EDITOR'S  COMMENTS:  We  thank  you  very  much  for 
the  detailed  numismatic  information  you  provided 
us.  We  encourage  our  members  participation! 

As  many  are  aware,  the  Lithuanian  language  is 
not  dlavic  like  the  Polish  emd  is  completely  dif- 
ferent. There  is  no  "W"  in  the  Lithuanian,  and 
no  "V"  in  the  Polish.  We,  as  a Lithuanian  public- 
ation, use  the  Lithuanian  spellings  or  Lnglish 
spellings.  The  cities  were  spelled  as  such  in  the 
original  Lithuanian  article. 

Although  the  name  of  "Janusz  Kadziwill"  may  be 
despised  in  Poland,  the  name  of  JonuSas  Kadvilas 
is  honored  in  Lithuania.  In  fact,  during  the  per- 
iod of  Lithuanian  independence  (1918-1940),  the 
first  light  cavalry  division  was  named  after  him! 

Kadvilas  signed  an  agreement  with  the  Hwedes 
with  the  intent  of  saving  Lithuania  eigainst  Mos- 
cow in  1655*  The  roles  have  been  furious  about 
this  throughout  history.  We  reproduce  here  xadv- 
ilas'  biography  from  the  Encyclopedia  -bituanica 
to  give  the  Lithuainian  side  of  the  story.  We  also 
hope  to  feature  in  the  future  the  several  Hadvi- 
las  medals  (family)  which  were  struck. 

RADVILAS,  Janusz  (1612-1655), 
grand  hetman  of  Lithuania  and  pala- 
tine of  Vilnius,  grandson  of  Christo- 
pher 1.  Like  most  of  the  nobles  of  his 
day,  he  began  his  political  and  mili- 
tary career  very  early.  In  1632  he  was 
sent  with  a splendid  delegation  to  the 
courts  of  Holland  and  England  to  an- 
nounce the  election  of  King  Ladislas 
(Vladislav)  Vasa.  In  1646  he  became 
the  elder  of  Samogltia  and  Lithuanian 
field  hetman,  the  latter  post  placing 
him  in  command  of  a large  segment 
of  the  military  forces  and  making  him 
directly  responsible  to  the  grand  het- 
man, Lithuania’s  supreme  military 
commander.  In  1653  he  was  elevated 
to  the  rank  of  palatine  of  Vilnius  and. 


finally,  In  1654,  to  that  of  grand  het- 
man of  Lithuania.  His  appointment 
as  grand  hetman  had  been  delayed  for 
•some  time  by  the  new  King  John 
Caslmlr  Vasa,  with  whom  Radvllas 
was  on  poor  terms.  But  his  ability  as 
a military  commander  was  beyond 
doubt,  as  he  had  proven  In  his  battles 
with  the  rebellious  Cossacks.  After 
dislodging  them  from  the  cities  of 
Turov,  Mozyr’,  Bobruisk  and  Plnsk  In 
1649,  he  liberated  the  city  of  Kiev  In 
1651.  Yet  the  Cossacks  were  not  there- 
by completely  subdued,  as  they  re- 
ceived support  from  Tsar  Alexis,  who 

in  1654  waged  his  own  offensive 
against  Lithuania.  Devastating  exten- 
sive portions  of  the  Lithuanian  Grand 
Principality,  the  Muscovites  penetrat- 
ed into  Lithuania  proper  past  the 
capital  city  of  Vilnius,  which  Radvllas 
was  unable  to  defend  after  his  defeat 
at  ASmena  (1655).

A rare  P-28  1938  10  Lit4  banknote  printer's  specimen  was  auctioned 
for  1,100  British  founds  (+  8%  commission)  at  the  Christies  auction 
held  on  October  3»  The  note  was  perforated  "CANCfLLi.!),"  with  No. 
00(X)01/1 , 000000  printed  on  it,  telling  us  th  at  there  were  1 million 
printed!  The  auctioneers  had  given  the  note  a ridiculously  low  estima- 
te of  IOO-I5O  Pounds!  The  note  was  one  of  several  Lithuaniaui  notes 
released  for  the  auction  by  the  printer,  Bradbury  Wilkinson.  Tnio  ^as 
lot  246.

Swedes  and  later  In  the  same  year 
signed  the  famous  Treaty  of  K^dainlal 
(q.v.).  But  this  agreement,  which  pro- 
vided for  a union  of  Lithuania  with 
Sweden,  turned  out  to  be  a disap- 
pointment. Radvilas,  as  did  most  of 
the  senators  and  magnates,  had  hoped 
to  turn  this  union  to  Lithuanian  ad- 
vantage against  Moscow,  but  Swe- 
den’s King  Charles  X did  not  cooper- 
ate in  this  respect.  Since  Radvilas’ 
signing  of  the  treaty  was  an  unilateral 
act  and  Its  provisions  formally  vio- 
lated the  Union  of  Lublin  (q.v.,  1569) 
which  had  previously  bound  Lithuania 
to  Poland,  he  came  to  be  despised  In 
Polish  circles  and  was  branded  a trai- 
tor, a characterization  reechoed  in  the 
works  of  most  subsequent  Polish  his- 
torians. But  even  though  he  was  an 
ambitious  statesman  and  sometimes 
indeed  behaved  as  if  he  were  his  coun- 
try’s supreme  sovereign,  Radvilas’ 
controversial  action  can  be  seen  as  a 
defensible  choice.  In  the  difficult  po- 
litical and  military  circumstances  then 
surrounding  Lithuania,  of  the  lesser 
of  two  evils  (Muscovy  and  Sweden) 
threatening  to  destroy  it.  [to

oucc«3aor  to  Jr.  Alexander  M.  kaSkus 
in  tne  Vytautaa  the  vireat  Museum  was  lo- 
viiaa  ^arailJa  (10d7-1955J i whose  photo- 
^rapn  we  featured  in  the  last  issue  of 
Tne  KnifCht.  The  following  article  appe- 
ared in  the  Cnicago  Lithuanian  daily, 
Jraugas . Saturday  April  28,  1956,  writ- 
ten by  "a.H."  It  has  been  translated  in- 
to isiiglish  by  our  translator,  Val  Mate- 
lis. 

In  1903*  we  published  Karazija's  cl- 
assic numismatic  article,  "The  Coin  Hoa- 
rds of  Aluona-Skllriai,  amd  Kruminiai, 
Lithuania,"  in  the  iilnglish  language,  in 
book  form.  Only  10  members  ordered  cop>- 
ies  at  that  time.  Copies  are  in  the  lib- 
raries of  the  aNA,  ANS,  and  the  Balzekeis 
Museum.

iOVILAH  [Paul]  KalALIJA,  former  Jir- 
ector.  Historical  Lection  of  the  Vytautas 
the  Great  Cultural  Museum,  died  in  Kaunas 
in  the  fall  of  1955 • Kie  decedent  was  a 
distinguished  activist  of  Vilnius,  a long- 
time member  of  the  Lithuanian  Academy  of 
Lcience  and  of  other  Lithuanian  organiza- 
tions, until  the  Poles  drove  him  from  Vi- 
lnius for  his  Lithuanian  activities.  It 
seems  that  from  1936  on,  he  was  associat- 
ed with  the  Vytautas  the  Great  Cultural 
Museum  as  Jirector  of  the  Historical  Sec- 
tion, in  independent  Lithuamia.  Mr.  Kar- 
azija  was  one  of  our  country's  outstanding 
numismatists,  being  particularly  knowleg- 
eable  of  Lithuania's  medieval  numismatics. 
He  xiad  written  and  published  in  the  Lith- 
uanian Nation  (19H8),  "The  Vilnius  Hoard," 
wherein  he  analyzed  one  numismatic  hoard 
which  was  obtained  clandestinly  and  at 
great  risk,  Aniin  the  19^1  Volume  I of  the 
Vytautas  the  Great  Culture  Museum  Annual, 
he  published  a penetrating  study  of  med- 
ieval Lithuanian  numismatics. 

Luring  the  war,  he  prepared  a basic 
dissertation  of  Lithuaniaua  numismatics, 
and  a second  work  on  ancient  Lithuanian 
masonry.  He  possessed  the  best  library  on 
numismatics  auid  masonry  in  Lithuania. 

This  library  became  part  of  the  Lithuanian 
Academy  of  Science  bookroom.  However,  the- 
re are  rumors  that  a part  of  it  was  trans- 
ferred into  the  "Great  Fatherland:"  now  in 
some  one  of  Moscow's  libraries. 

In  the  period  19^2  to  19^^»  Mr.  Aara- 
zija  was  interrogated  in  Kaunas  by  the  Ge- 
stapo. He  was  accused  of  secreting  some 
type  of  historical  property,  allegedly  be- 
longing to  ex-patriates  and  the  Jewish  pu- 
blic, deposited  in  the  Museum  of  Vytautas 


the  Great,  but  which  was  now  missing.  Occaisionally , 
the  Gestapo  would  appear  with  long  lists  containing, 
supposedly,  duplicates  of  this  property,  and  other  in- 
ventories. On  several  occasions,  they  even  searched 
his  lodgings.  However,  all  ended  favorably  excepting 
one  incident;  in  August  19^1*  several  employees  of 
the  Museum  brought  in  from  Fanevezys  ot.  part  of  the 
property  of  the  Lithuauiieui  Jewish  ethnographic  Soc- 
iety Euid  Museum,  as  much  as  was  found  on  the  premises 
after  the  Germans  tore  it  apart.  It  was  brought  in  a 
large  weigon  and  stored  in  the  Vytautas  the  Great  Mus- 
eum's warehouse,  in  a location  well  known  to  Mr.  Kar- 
azija.  One  of  the  Museum's  employees  divulged  the  st- 
ory of  this  Jewish  property, 

A special  investigator  from  the  Berlin  Gestapo, 
charged  with  authority  over  all  Germany's  amd  occup- 
ied territories  Jewish  affairs  amd  their  cultural  we- 
alth, arrived.  That  same  Museum  employee  led  the  Ge- 
stapo officer  to  the  location,  warning  no  one.  The 
next  morning,  the  Gestapo  arrested  the  Museum  Direc- 
tor, F.  Galune,  who  knew  nothing  whatever  of  this 
find,  and  also  airrested  Mr.  Karaizija, 

The  special  Gestapo  investigator  was  so  infuria- 
ted that  he  not  only  threatened  him  with  a military 
trial,  but  fell  on  him  amd  began  chocking  him.  Only 
by  extensive  planning  and  the  use  of  bribes  was  he 
able  to  extricate  himself.  But  this  cultural  property, 
of  the  exterminated  Jews,  recovered  with  such  diffic- 
ulty, was  that  same  day  carried  off  to  Berlin,  After 
this  incident  of  19^1*  Mr.  Karazija  was  questioned  amd 
threatened  many  times,  but  never  betrayed  even  one  of 
the  Museum  employees.

THE  HISTORICAL  SECTION;

about  collections  in  the  hands  of  private 
individuals,  especially  where  there  is  a 
danger  that  some  type  of  historical  relic 
may  be  lost  unobserved,  or  some  unnamed 
findings  may  be  dissapated  without  regis- 
tration. 

In  order  that  organization  of  items 
could  move  forwetrd  with  proper  speed,  we 
needed  to  obtain  at  least  temprarily,  two 
additioned  personnel  for  auxiliary  tasks, 
ducn  personnel  we  could  not  get,  and  in 
the  Section,  aside  from  the  dection  i)ire- 
ctor,  Povileis  Karazija,  only  one  museum- 
ist  was  available,  D.  Urbaa. 

An  accurate  accounting  of  newly  ac- 
quired items  in  a specieil  daybook  of  the 
dection  was  begun  only  at  the  beginning 
of  March,  I93S.  All  items  which  had  been 
acquired  up  until  that  time  were  packed 
in  boxes,  and  their  exact  number  was  not 
known  at  the  end  of  the  yecir  accounting. 

It  was  impossible  to  fill  this  gap  from 
the  Acts  of  Transfer-Receipt,  since  in 
many  cases  a combination  of  groups  was 
represented  there. 

For  the  months  April  to  December  1938 
, purchased  or  otherwise  obtained  specim- 
ens may  be  divided  as  follows:  (for  the 
perior  Jsuiuary  to  March,  730  specimens  we- 
re purchased  for  160  Litas',  and  80  cts. 

1)  NUMISMATICS;  a)  silver  and  billon  co- 
ins— 383*  coaunon  metal  coins,  732;  total- 
ling 111^  units,  b)  medals,  jetona,  orders 
and  the  like:  gold,  1;  silver,  2;  common 
metal,  l4;  totalling  17  unite,  c)  bankno- 
tes and  the  like,  38  linits.  Total:  II68 
unigs.  In  the  above  total,  14  items  were 
purchased  for  7^*^  Litas'.  2)  MANUSCRI- 
PTS: mostly  old  era  documents,  among  them 
are  some  printed  texts,  378  units.  CaR- 
TOGRaPRY:  mostly  plans  of  governed  lands, 
72  units.  4)  SPHRaGISTICS  : 11  units.  5) 
MISC:  38  units.  Total  including  numismati- 
cs: 1665  units.  Included  in  these  figures 
are  350  units  purchased  for  319*40  Litas'. 

Among  the  more  important  grants,  the 
following  should  be  named:  1.  From  Profe- 
ssor Vaclovas  BirziSka,  Kaunas,  175  coins 
and  34  currency.  2.  From  Frank  Narvydas 
(Brooklyn,  N.Y.  U.S.A.)  480  various  coins, 
jetons  and  similar  items  in  a collection. 
3.  Dr.  P.  Bvambaris'  collection  of  88  dif- 
ferent Roman  coins,  which  in  turn  was  ob- 
tained as  a gift  from  Dr.  Mocsy  Janos 
(Budapest,  Hungary). 

Among  the  donations  were  many  items 
of  little  value.  This  especially  relates 
to  coins,  which  were  accepted  as  gifts  of 
the  metal,  because  as  exhibits  for  the 
museum  they  were  worthless.  All  of  the  ne- 
wly received  items  were  recorded  in  the 
daiybook  of  the  Historical  Bection.  They 


were  not  entered  in  the  inventory,  just  as  many  of  the 
Section's  acquired  items  were  not  entered,  because  in- 
ventorying the  severad  hundreds  of  thousands  of  items 
in  the  Historical  Section  (many  of  which  were  duplica- 
tes) would  have  been  an  unnecessary  waste  of  time  wi- 
thout certain  preparation  (identifying,  sorting,  grou- 
ping and  the  like). 

I939»For  the  reason  that  the  Transfer-Keceipt 
Act  of  May  12,  1938  (at  the  time  of  the  change  in  uir~ 
ector)  recorded  several  complicated  groupings  which 
prevented  an  accurate  reckoning  of  the  items,  we  det- 
ermined in  the  early  part  of  1939  to  reorganize  the  ma- 
terial contained  in  the  aforementioned  Act.  That  rela- 
ted to  the  museum  material  accepted  into  the  Section 
by  the  former  Section  Director,  from  the  National  atc- 
hilogical  Committee.  The  organization  of  that  material 
consumed  more  time  thaui  it  would  normally  have  done, 
because  of  this  circumstance,  that  until  now  it  had  re- 
mained in  the  groups  in  which  it  was  received.  In  sep- 
arating it,  much  had  to  be  cleaned,  checked  aigainst 
the  former  registration,  and  measured.  After  preparing 
all  this  museum  material,  lists  were  made  which  were 
necessary  to  comply  with  the  Act  of  5/12/38,  that  is, 
to  establish  accountability  of  the  Section.  Thus  was 
organized  11,  I6I  items  of  museum  material. 

The  second  task  in  1939  was  concluding  preparati- 
on of  the  material  involved  in  the  Transfer-Receipt 
Act  by  which  the  Vytautas  the  Great  Museum's  Historical 
Section  received  the  historical  collection  of  the  for- 
mer Museum  of  the  City  of  Kaunas,  after  which  lists 
were  prepared  suid  the  Act  itself  was  re-worded  auid  si- 
gned on  May  28,  1939.  By  this  Act,  the  Historical  Se- 
ction received  15,730  units  of  museum  material. 

The  third  major  task  was  the  organization  of  the 
archives  possessed  by  the  Historical  Section,  so  far 
as  it  pertained  to  the  subsection  of  Lithuaniam-Ameri- 
cana.  Bvery  archival  unit  was  placed  into  a sepeurate 
folder,  upon  which  was  entered  the  document's  (or  pr- 
inted matter)  contents , date , place  of  origin  and  other 
details  which  are  most  necessary  instudying  archives. 

In  addition,  lists  were  prepared  from  which  it  would 
be  possible  to  apprehend  the  contents  of  the  archival 
unit  involved,  its  type  and  the  source  of  its  origin. 

Among  other  tasks  requiring  somewhat  more  time 
detracting  from  the  Section's  workload,  the  following 
are  mentioned:  1)  the  cleaning,  identifying  and  list- 
ing of  major  hoards  or  other  acquisitions;  2)  partic- 
ipation in  the  May,  1939  professional  seminar,  where 
explanations  were  given  concerning  the  authenticity  of 
questioned  coins;  3)tours  of  duty  into  the  country  on 
various  matters  of  museum  interest. 

More  important  acquisitions  are:  1)  Fart  of  a 
hoard  purchased  from  a merchant  of  Kaunas  on  February 
17,  1939*  which  consisted  of  1149  silver  and  billion 
coins,  practically  all  dated  early  in  the  17th  cen- 
tury, among  them  491  Polish  units  (460  of  the  1 1/2 
skatics,  488  Swedish  (shillings  and  1 1/2  skatics), 
some  lesser  amounts  from  Germanic  countries  and  Holl- 
and, with  only  10  from  Lithuania.  The  location  of  the

RAdvUas  was  well-educated,  conver* 
taut  In  at  least  four  languages,  con- 
cerned with  the  promotion  of  cultural 
values,  and  leader  and  guardian  of  the 
Lithuanian  Calvinists  (tee  Protes- 
tants). One  of  his  sumptuous  man- 
sions was  in  Vilnius,  another  In  K6- 
dainiai,  where  he  Introduced  local  self- 
government.  established  a printing 
press  (1650)  and  supported  the  school. 
He  died  In  Tykocin,  Podlachia,  in 
1655.  It  was  believed  for  a long  time 
that  he  was  buried  In  the  cellar  of  the 
Calvinist  church  of  KMalnlal,  but  la- 
ter Investigations  have  not  confirmed 
this  belief.  During  the  period  of  the 
Independent  Republic  of  Lithuania 
(1918-40),  the  first  hussar  division 
was  named  after  Janusz  Radvilas.

It  also  appears  in 
Russian.  The  numeral  "40"  also  appears.  »ve  will  supply  more  infor- 
mation When  we  receive  it. 


Another  Boviet  Lithuanian  medal  has  been  issued,  also  in  br- 
ass, in  honor  of  the  Boviet  Commemorative  Vilnius  ngricultural 
Convention.  The  obverse  features  a building  with  the  bottom 
legend,  "yiLNlUS,"  and  the  reverse  stating,  "LIBTUV03  TBR 
LIaULILB  UKIO  PhBILKIMI^  PaROLA,"  also  in  Russian.
